BRITAIN NEEDS HELP AGAIN 


AND WE MUST GIVE IT TO HER BUT NOT WITHOUT SOME STERN ADVICE ON HOW TO USE IT 


Britain is in a jam again and we must pull her 
out of it. That is the inescapable meaning of the 
last month’s news. 

The seriousness of the jam is attested by the 
newrestrictions imposed by Britain’s Labor Gov- 
ernment: 20¢ worth of meat a week, no gasoline 
private cars, hardly any foreign travel and a 
prison of regulations telling the worker wherehe 
must work and how long and for how much. This 
is British “austerity” in all its wartime rigor. 

One can hardly read the news from England 
today without responses of sympathy similar to 
those felt during the blitz. But sympathy was 
not enough then; it is not enough now. To save 
our shirt once we had also to save Britain’s. 
Anyone who doubts that we must do so again 
should ask himself soberly, “Do we or don’t we 
want Britain to continue as a democratic part- 


ner and able ally?” 


The Problem 


That’s what it boils down to, and it is boiling 
fast. Arithmetic tells part of the story. The year- 
old American loan of $3.75 billion is within 
$400 million of being used up. Bri 
about $2.4 billion in gold. British investors 
have perhaps $500 million in unpledged assets 
in the U.S. They have holdings elsewhere in 
the world valued at about $8 billion. 

Such is the length of the British string, less 
than twice the $6 billion that is gambled on 
horse races in the U.S. yearly. 

This string will be payed out with all the de- 
termination and courage that Britons have, but 
the tragic result is already discernible. Britain 
is like the family using credit to spend more 
than it earns, Seeing the dread day at hand 
when the credit is gone, it desperately tries to 
reduce expenditures. We see that in the tax on 
USS. movies, the curtailed food orders here and 
in South America and all the rest of the dismal 
helt-tightening. Yet all this closes only one 
third of the gap between what Britain earns and 
what she spends. 

Production for export is the only long-term 
solution to Britain’s problem. But -unless we 
help fast she will have to do two things. One is 
to reduce her imports of raw materials, which 
means closing some plants, cutting her present 
production and creating unemployment. The 
other is to give up her military commitments in 
Europe and the Middle East. 

Under our now famous General John C. 
(“Courthouse”) Lee in Italy some 30,000 
British troops are serving, as compared with 
20,000 Americans. In Germany the British have 
200,000; we have 145,000. We may have an 
army in Greece before the year is out, simply 
because the British can no longer police that 
front and thus deny Communism an entry to 
the eastern Mediterranean. If the British do 
not hold the line of the iron curtain, we must 
take their place or let the Russians expand into

a power vacuum. In counting the cost of aiding 
the British it is also wise to count the cost of 
not aiding them. 

This is the situation. A more spunky Ameri- 
can president would call Congress into session, 
lay the facts before it and call for an expansion 
of the present loan to tide Britain over until 
the Marshall Plan, if there ever is one, goes 
into effect for all of Western Europe. 


Stern Advice 


But a more spunky president would also 
address some stern words to the British gov- 
ernment. As a friend and ally of Britain we 
have no right to tell the British what kind of 
government they should have, as long as it is 
not an aggressive totalitarian one like Russia’s. 
But as a creditor we do have a creditor's right 
to criticize the way our debtor handles the 
money we lend him. 

The British government handled the loan 

very badly indeed. Instead of making it last 
four years, as they had wishfully promised, 
they used it up in 14: months. Most of the money 
(52%) was spent, necessa: for essential im- 
ports of food and raw materials. But a vital 
margin (16%), which ought to have gone for 
machinery to get the British economy going, 
went instead for tobacco and movies. Another 
serious drain was caused by the joint error of 
the British and U.S. treasuries in rashly mak- 
ing pounds convertible into dollars on transac- 
tions after July 15, This started a run on sterling 
which was only stopped on Aug. 20 by belatedly 
suspending convertibility. 

The Attlee government has signally failed in 
its promises to make Britain an economic going 
concern. Production is 100% of prewar but it 
should be 150% if Britain is to be solvent and 
strong. British business is strangled by a veri- 
table Kremlin of red tape which can slow down 
a huge factory as well as it can make the corner 
grocer spend 16 hours a week filling out forms. 
At the same time labor has been coddled along 
in the complacent belief that because everyone 
has a job everything is all right. 

The Labor Government may find it hard to 
tell its own supporters the tough facts of Brit- 
ain’s plight. But they will find it harder still to 
convince an American congressman from the 
Middle West that British workmen should en- 
joy a five-day week while American farmers 
work a six-day week to grow Britain’s food. 

The sorest spot of all in the British economy 
is coal. Before the war Britain exported about 
30 million tons of coal to the Continent, which 
made her first among the surplus coal exporters 
of the world. Last year she exported no coal and 
in fact imported a little from the U.S. The 
mines are so obsolete and worn out that a Brit- 
ish miner’s daily production is ofly a quarter 
that of an American miner. 

The miners themselves are the most bitterly 


disaffected group in Britain. Their grievances 
go back through a century of private owner- 
ship, but when the mines were nationalized last 
year it was hoped they would turn to and work 
hard for Fuel Minister Emanuel Shinwell. He is 
about as far left as the left wing of the C.LO. 
Instead they have listened to the secretary 
general of the miners’ union, Arthur Horner, 
who is a pro-Communist and hence a supporter 
of Stalin’s program for Britain, which is low 
production and chaos. 

‘The British had a severe coal shortage during 
the war. After taking a look at the mines U.S. 
engineers decided they must look elsewhere for 
a solution. They scoured the U.S. for steam 
shovels, draglines and bulldozers and with this 
makeshift equipment they actually stripped 10 
million tons of surface coal from British fields, 
parks and golf courses. This may not be the 
answer to today’s coal crisis, but it illustrates 
the sort of drastic action that is called for. 


Coal First 


Coal is the nub requirement for a going 
British economy. A resumption of British coal 
exports to the Continent would do more than 
any one thing to make the Marshall idea of a 
united, resurgent Western Europe possible. It 
would insure continued production of the man- 
ufactured exports required to pay for food im- 
ports. 

A very sensible program, then, would be for 
the U.S. first to expand Britain’s line of credit 
so that she can eat and have raw materials to 
work with and, secondly, apply our peculiar 
genius and machines to the central problem of 
dramatically and suddenly boosting Britain’s 
coal production. 

That is not the end of the story, as the 
Marshall planners in Paris. will shortly inform 
us, But jt is the logical place to begin. So let’s 
get going, The sky is falling, and young Her- 
cules must speed to the aid of old Atlas. 


PICTURE OF THE WEEK 


On Aug. 22 three British transports, which had 
lain motionless 25 sweltering days off the French 
Mediterranean coast at Port de Bouc, France, 
weighed anchor and sailed for Germany. On 
board, behind wire fences, were some 4,300 Jew- 
ish refugees who had made an unsuccessful at- 
tempt in July to reach Palestine on a converted 
American steamship renamed Exodus, 1947. Al- 
though they had received a standing offer of sane- 
tuary in France, the refugees chose as a matter 
of principle to force the British to deport them 
to Germany and chose to show their contempt by 
smearing a Nazi swastika over the British flag 
(cpposite). Meanwhile members of the U.N. Special 
Committee of Inquiry on Palestine, searching for 
a solution to this bitter conflict, reported that 
the committee would recommend 1) termination of 
the British mandate and 2) either a joint Arab- 
Jewish state or division into two separate states.

After strikes, violence and murder of George McNear, the railroad is running smoothly under a new boss 


Twenty-one years ago the Toledo, Peoria & 
Western Railroad was a useless conglomeration of 
decrepit rolling stock and rusty rails. But a hard- 
driving civil engineer named George McNear Jr. 
bought it, beat it back into shape and made ita pay- 
ing proposition. The hard-shelled efficiency with 
which MeNear rebuilt the road, however, also 
brought more trouble to T.P. & W. In 1941 the 
railroad unions struck. McNear refused to deal 


with them, even ignored orders from the White 
House. It was a bloody strike in which two pickets 
were killed, and it reached a climax on the foggy 
night of March 10 of this year when a shotgun blast 
killed George McNear (Lire, March 24). The mur- 
derer was never found. The ill-fated T.P.& W. 
began to fall apart once again. 

But last week the T.P.& W. had made a spec- 
tacular recovery. Its union trouble was over, and 


it was making money. The reason for this meta- 
morphosis was a smart railroader who came over 
from the Frisco line. He was 48-year-old J. Russel 
Coulter (above) who, unlike his predecessor, knew: 
how to get along with the complicated railroad 
unions. In four months he had made friends with 
his workmen and recovered business lost during 
the strike. Once again the 239-mile T.P.& W. was 
saved. And this time the track looked clear ahead.

Theodore Roosevelt once said of the Grand Canyon, “It is beyond 
comparison—beyond description—the one great sig! 
American should see.” To each person it is a different exper 


the geologist the canyon is an open book 
of the earth’s history (pp 78-79). To nat- 
uralists it is a huge showcase of plants 
and animals of four different climatic 
zones. (p. 81). A philosopher might find 
it a demonstration of the insignificance 
of man and his works. But to the aver- 
age tourist (p. 84) the Grand Canyon is 
more sheer thrill and inspiration than 
anything he is likely to see for the rest of 
his life. Gouged out of the high table- 
lands of Arizona by the ceaseless erosion 
of wind, rain and the Colorado River, 
the Grand Canyon is a titanic trough 217 
miles long, averaging a mile deep and 4 
to 18 miles wide. In its gorge, like the 
ribs of some vast vertebrate animal, are 
hundreds of mountain peaks, most of 
which are taller than any mountainseast of 
the Rockies, yet all are below the level of 
a tourist standing on the canyon’s rim.

White men first saw the Grand Canyon in 1540, when conquistadors 
of Coronado’s army discovered it while hunting for gold in the arida zona 
(Arizona). But it was not until just before the Civil War that explorers 


and scientists first came out to study the 
canyon, and not until after 1900 that 
tourists came in any numbers. With the 
construction (in 1901) by Santa Fe of a 
railroad to the South Rim and the crea- 
tion (in 1919) of Grand Canyon Nation- 
al Park, the tourist business boomed. 
Visitors are currently arriving at the 
rate of half a million a year. They stay 
at hotels or cabins on the South Rim 
(open all year) or the North Rim (open 
only in summer). They take innumerable 
snapshots, attempt self-conscious jokes 
about “the world’s biggest gopher hole,” 
but mostly they just stand and stare 
in deep, appreciative awe. Though the 
average tourist stays only a day or two, 
he goes away satisfied that he has seen 
not only the most overwhelming natural 
spectaclein the U.S. but that he has had a 
glimpse of the earth’s immeasurable past.

Geologists call canyon hest 
record of earth’s formation 


The Grand Canyon is a geologist’s paradise because it slices deep into 
the terrestrial surface to present a huge cross-section of the two-billion- 
year record of earth's formation. Nowhere else in the world is there 
such a comprehensive series of rock layers so clearly demonstrating 
the slow, vast processes that shaped the peaks and valleys now inhab- 
ited by man. The drawings in color (right) show how the Grand Can- 
yon region developed the contours it has today. Mountains were made 
and eroded level. Then the land sank and for long ages shallow oceans 
(maps at left) deposited mud and sand in layers thousands of feet thick. 
This material hardened into rock which finally rose in a great plateau 
high above sea level. Through this plateau of marine deposits the

HIS ART BROUGHT BLAKELOCK POVERTY AND MADNESS 


Ralph Albert Blakelock, the tragic American 
artist who painted the scene above, spent the 
major part of his life in poverty, vainly trying 
to make a living for his wife and nine children 
by turning out pictures of twilight worlds of 
stillness. Blakelock spent the latter years of 
his life in an insane asylum, where he im- 
agined his paintings were worth fortunes. He 
died in 1919, by which time his crazy imagin- 
ings were beginning to come true. Pictures that 
he had sold for a few dollars began to sell for 
$15,000 and $20,000 each. Today his canvases 
are collectors’ items and forgeries of them far 
outnumber the real works. This year, on the 
100th anniversary of his birth, New York’s 
Whitney Museum gave him aone-manshow,an 

- honor he had never enjoyed while he was alive. 


Blakelock, son of a New York doctor, taught 
himself to paint. He painted a muted noctur- 
nal world where no wind ever stirred the trees 
and where everything was serene and melan- 
choly. Critics of the time favored literal, story. 
telling paintings and did not like Blakelock’s 
work. Blakelock had to peddle his works to 
picture-framers, auction houses, junk deal 
friends. A frail and sensitive man, he became 
.ed by his failure to sell his work. 
first breakdown came when he was 44. 
From then on Blakelock, who had always been 
very shy, began to wear multicolored sashes 
and an antique dagger, bedecked himself with 
udy beads and trinkets, grew a beard. Des- 
perately in need of money for the birth of his 
ninth child, he tried to sell one of his largest 


and best canvases to a collector for $1,000. The 
collector offered him less than half, warned 
him that, if the offer were refused, it would 
be even less later. The artist failed to sell the 
picture elsewhere, returned to the collector 
who, true to his threat, offered him only'$300. 
Blakelock sold him the picture, went out into 
the street and tore into bits the paper dollars he 
had just received. He was put into an asylum. 
There, in delusions of affluence, he wrote 
checks for millions of dollars, painted land- 
scapesiin the form of dollar bills. Tragedy turned 
on him again at the very end. When he was 
72 his mind cleared, and the neglected genius 
lived just long enough to realize that the paint- 
ings he had sold for practically nothing were 
now worth thousands to their present owners.
